This is the final response to the request for information that you sent to the Department of 
Energy (DOE) under the Freedom of Information Act (FOIA), 5 U.S.C. § 552. You requested: 

The current version of the document—or of analogous documents of similar form 
or serving similar puiposes—“Restricted Data Declassification Decisions: 1946 
to the Present (RDD-8)” of which the last publicly available version was 
published in 2002. Please also include all restricted data declassification 
decision memos/reports produced since January 1, 2002. 

In a phone call from March 6, 2019, with Mr. Jeffrey Crile, formerly of this office, verified by a 
follow up email, you amended your request to: 

The successor document to the “RDD-8” if it exists; alternatively, the 
document(s) that fill a similar role or listing similar content. Additionally, you 
would like any reports similar to RDD-8 that would effectively be an index or 
collection of decisions that would be found in a document like RDD-8. 

Your request was assigned to DOE’s Office of Environment, Health, Safety, and Security (AU) 
to conduct a search of its files for responsive documents. AU started its search on March 27, 
2019, which is the cut-off date for responsive documents. AU completed its search and 
identified forty-five (45) documents responsive to your request. These documents are being 
released to you in their entirety. 

The adequacy of the search, may be appealed within 90 calendar days from your receipt of this 
letter pursuant to 10 C.F.R. § 1004.8. Appeals should be addressed to Director, Office of 
Hearings and Appeals, HG-1, L’Enfant Plaza, U.S. Department of Energy, 1000 Independence 
Avenue, S.W., Washington, D.C. 20585-1615. The written appeal, including the envelope, must 
clearly indicate that a FOIA appeal is being made. You may also submit your appeal to 
OHA.filings@hq.doe.gov, including the phrase “Freedom of Information Appeal” in the subject 


line. (This is the method preferred by the Office of the Hearings and Appeals.) The appeal must 
contain all of the elements required by 10 C.F.R. § 1004.8, including a copy of the determination 
letter. Thereafter, judicial review will be available to you in the Federal District Court either: 1) 
in the district where you reside; 2) where you have your principal place of business; 3) where 
DOE’s records are situated; or 4) in the District of Columbia.

The FOIA provides for the assessment of fees for the processing of requests. See 5 U.S.C. § 
552(a)(4)(A)(i); see also 10 C.F.R. § 1004.9(a). In our February 26, 2019, letter, you were 
informed that your request was placed in the “educational” category for fee purposes. Requesters 
in this category are charged fees for duplication only and are provided 100 pages at no cost. DOE’s 
processing costs did not exceed $15.00, the minimum amount at which DOE assesses fees. Thus, 
no fees will be charged for processing your request.
